The proposed amendment does not overcome the prior art of record because the claims do not specify at which stage of manufacture the 
applied non-linoleum material is in the form of a solution, paste, suspension, or dispersion. Humphreys et al. teach applying a lustrous 
metallic or mineral material to a green linoleum so that the material is dispersed through the finished linoleum (p. 1, LL. 55-59), i.e., is in the 
form of a dispersion. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply the dispersion of non-linoleum material taught by 
Humphreys et al. in addition to or in lieu of the colored particles C of Markmann et al. to achieve the decorative effects taught by 
Humphreys et al. The examiner finds that the claims as presently worded do not require the non-linoleum material to be in one of the 
recited forms before its introduction into the linoleum mixture. 
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
